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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

Prior to the entry of this amendment, claims 1-10, 12-23 and 31-44 were pending 
in this application. Claims 1, 20, 31, 37, and 43 have been amended, no claims have been added, 
and no claims have been canceled herein. Therefore, claims 1-10, 12-23 and 31-44 remain 
pending in this application. Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration of these claims for at 
least the reasons presented below. 

35 U.S.C. S 103 Rejection, Durand in view ofShen 

Cairns 1, 2, 4-10, 12-17, 20, 21, 23, 31, 33-37 and 39-44 were previously rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over U. S. Patent No. 5,694,598 of Durand et al. 
(hereinafter "Durand") in view of U. S. Patent No. 5,596,746 of Shen et al. (hereinafter "Shen"). 
The Applicant respectfully submits that the Office Action does not establish a prima facie case 
of obviousness in rejecting these claims. Therefore, the Applicant requests reconsideration and 
withdrawal of the rejection. 

In order to establish a prima facie case of obviousness, the Office Action must 
establish: 1) some suggestion or motivation, either in the references themselves or in the 
knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art, to modify the references or 
combine their teachings; 2) a reasonable expectation of success of such a modification or 
combination; and 3) a teaching or suggestion in the cited prior art of each claimed limitation. 
See MPEP §706.02(j). As will be discussed below, the references cited by the Office Action do 
not teach or suggest each claimed limitation. For example, the cited references do not teach or 
suggest, alone or in combination, classifying attributes based on column and table in a relational 
database format and using the classifications to translate between the data formats. The 
references do not teach or suggest each classification being translated differently. Also, the 
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references do not teach or suggest a mapping catalog that identifies relationships between tables 
of the relational database. 

As discussed previously and as noted in the Office Action, Durand fails to teach 
or suggest classifying attributes based on column and table in a relational database format and 
using the classifications to translate between the data formats. It is noted that Shen is relied upon 
in the Office Action to show a teaching of classifying attributes. However, Applicant 
respectfully contends that Shen does not teach or suggest classifying attributes based on column 
and table in a relational database format and using the classifications to translate between the 
data formats. Shen does not teach or suggest each classification being translated differently. 
Also, Shen does not teach or suggest a mapping catalog that identifies relationships between 
tables of the relational database. 

Shen provides "a method and apparatus for transforming data base schemas to 
object models." Under Shen "the data base schema is mapped into instances in an ideal table 
meta model. Next, the information in the ideal table meta model is mapped into instances in an 
object meta model. Finally, the information in the object meta model is used to generate a file 
compatible with an object modeling tool for the purpose of displaying, in graphical form, the 
object model on a visual display device of a computer." (Col. 1, lines 60-67) The portion of 
Shen relied upon by the Office Action to show a teaching of classifying attributes, i.e., col. 4, 
lines 7-19, states in part that "columns in tables are mapped to class attributes in the class 
corresponding to the ideal table." That is, the cited portion of Shen teaches using the columns in 
tables to populate class attributes. 

However, Shen does not teach or suggest classifying attributes based on column 
and table, i.e., placing attributes into different classifications, in a relational database format and 
using the classifications to translate between the data formats. In an effort to show such a 
teaching, the Office Action points to col. 3, lines 53-60 of Shen which states in total:

"Classes are made up of class-attrib (short for class attributes). Each relat may be 
classified as a gener (short for generalization) or a nary relationship (a generalized relationship 
with n members), using the triangular superclass/subclass generalization relationship notation. 
Nary relationships are further classified into aggreg (short for aggregation) or assoc (short for 
association) relationships. 

That is, this section teaches classifying the relationships between attributes, not 
the attributes themselves. Furthermore, Shen does not teach or suggest each classification being 
translated differently. Also, Shen does not teach or suggest a mapping catalog that identifies 
relationships between tables of the relational database. 

Independent claim 1, upon which claims 2-10 and 12-19 depend and independent 
claim 20, upon which claims 21-23 depend both recite in part "classifying said attributes based 
on column and table in said relational database format, wherein classifications are used to 
translate between the data formats and each classification is translated differently; and creating a 
customized mapping catalog for said relational database format based on said classifications, 
said mapping catalog maps said attributes of said objects to said tables of said relational database 
format and identifies relationships between tables of said relational database." None of the 
references, alone or in combination, teach or suggest classifying attributes based on column and 
table in a relational database format. The references also do not teach or suggest the 
classifications being used to translate between the data formats or each classification being 
translated differently. Rather, as indicated in the Office Action, Durand does not teach or 
suggest classifying attributes while Shen teaches using the columns in tables to populate class 
attributes but not placing attributes into different classifications based on column and table. 
Furthermore, none of the references, alone or in combination, teaches or suggests a mapping 
catalog that identifies relationships between tables of the relational database. For at least these 
reasons, the rejection should be withdrawn and claims 1-10 and 12-23 should be allowed. 
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Independent claim 31, upon which claims 32-36 depend, independent claim 37, 
upon which claims 38-42 depend, and independent claim 43, upon which claim 44 depends, each 
recite in part "accessing a mapping catalog customizable for a relational database schema, 
wherein the mapping catalog maps the first attribute to the relational database schema based on a 
classification of the first attribute and said mapping catalog identifies a portion of a table in a 
relational database that stores said data for said first attribute and identifies relationships between 
tables of said relational database." None of the references, alone or in combination, teach or 
suggest a mapping catalog that maps the first attribute to the relational database schema based on 
a classification of the first attribute. Rather, as indicated in the Office Action, Durand does not 
teach or suggest classifying attributes while Shen teaches using the columns in tables to populate 
class attributes but not classifying attributes. Furthermore, none of the references, alone or in 
combination, teaches or suggests a mapping catalog that identifies relationships between tables 
of the relational database. For at least these reasons, the rejection should be withdrawn and 
claims 31-44 should be allowed. 

35 U.S.C. § 103 Rejection, Durand in view of Shen and further in view ofBachmann 

Claims 3, 22, 32 and 38 were previously rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Durand in view of Shen and further in view of U. S. Patent No. 
6,085,188 ofBachmann et al. (hereinafter "Bachmann"). Applicant respectfully requests 
withdrawal of the rejection and allowance of the claims for at least the reason that claims 3, 22, 
32 and 38 each depend upon base claims that are thought to be allowable as discussed in detail 
above. 

35 U.S.C. § 103 Rejection, Durand in view of Shen and further in view of Henninger 

Claims 18 and 19 were previously rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Durand in view of Shen and further in view of U. S. Patent No. 5,499,371 of 
Henninger et al. (hereinafter "Henninger"). Applicant respectfully requests withdrawal of the

rejection and allowance of the claims for at least the reason that claims 18 and 19 both depend 
upon independent claim 1 which is though to be allowable as discussed in detail above.
